A de legation of a dosen or 
more from Barbourville left last 
Tuesday to attend the railroad 
meeting in Jellico, Tenn., to dis- 
cuss further flic proposition of 
the proposed Jellico, Barbour- 
ville and Beattyville railroad. 

Our delegation was met at the 
depot in Jellico by a committee 
of the leading citizens and es- 
corted to Glanmorgan Hotel, 
where mil delegation were fed, 
and after which the meeting was 
. ailed to order at the National 
Bank of Jellico. Mayor Newman 
presided, and after reading 
the minutes of the last meeting, 

the reports of the committees 
appointed to solicit subscrip- 
tions for the railroad were called 
for. The reports showed from 
Campbell county, Tenn., 11860; 
from Whitley county, Ky., $1,- 
KM; from Knox county, 18,900; 
( lay county had no report to 
Irubmit, although they had at 
least 18,000 that they could have 
reported. Owsley county was 
not represented, neither was Lee 
county,, andas there was not sub- 
scribed the necessary 990,000, 
the matter of organizing was 
postponed until next Tuesday at 
noon, when the next meeting 
Will be . ailed to order atOorbin, 
and the directors elected SO take 
charge of the management of 
the road. 

A number of enthu si as tic 
Speeches were listened to; and 
some very important matters 
provided for, which will help to 
facilitate matters after the or- 
ganization is perfected.

From present indications this 
road will soon be in position to 
make a contract with some cap- 
italist- to undertake the building 
of same, and we hope that be- 
fore the loaves fall, to have the 
ground broke for the building of 
this, the greatest railroad in 
Kentucky.

Mr. Taylor was regarded by all 
Who knew him as being an hon- 
orable and honest citizen and 
had the respect of all who knew 
him. 

He was always interested in 
the upbuilding of the commun- 
ity, and was ready to lend what as- 
sistance was in his power for t he 
success of any honorable under- 
taking that was calculated to 
benefit the community. 

He was a staunch friend and 
ardent supporter of the Moun- 
tain Advocate ami never tired 
in working for its success. 

From the time it was estab- 
lished he has been a faithful and 
trusted correspondent, and al- 
ways furnished fresh, crisp news 
in which the people were inter- 
ested. His place on the staff of 
the Advocate will be greatly 
missed. 

We visited him Thursday after- 
noonjand found him too weak 
to raise his head Of even speak 
above a whisper, but he greeted 
us with that familiar smile and 
welcomed us and invited us to 
remain with him. 

As the hour of midnight ap- 
proached he sank into thai sleep 
which knows no waking and all 
was over. 

For the past four weeks he had 
lingered with typhoid fever, 
which sapped his vitality and 
finally claimed his life. 

The funeral service was preached 
at the home Of Mr. W. H. Grace, 
on whose premises the remains 
were buried, by Rev. D. Mc- 
Donald, assisted by Rev. Joseph 
Bretz. after which the remains 
were conveyed to the cemetery 
where the double funeral ser- 
vice of the Red Men and Odd 
Fellows, of which Orders he was 
a member, were repeated by the 
brothers of the respective Orders 
The following obituary notice 
was handed to ns for publication : 

OHITIARY. 

W. S. Taylor was bom Febuary 7, 
1865; departed this life SeptembcJ 
8, 1905, aged 40 years eight months 
and one day. He was a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, and 
a conaistant Christian, lie was also 
a member of the I O O. P. and the 
I O. K. M. He was married to Nan- 
nie Taylor, September 25, 1887. 
This was indeed a happy union. The 
wife says he was always good and 
kind, and domestic troubles were a 
thing practically unknown to the 
family, but all was joy, and peace, 
and love. 

Puring his last illness, which was 
Ol typhoid lever, he told his pastor 
that all was well with him and that 
be was trusting liis case in the hands 
of Jesus. 

During the last two weeks of his 
illness he constantly refused to take 
any whisky; saying he believed it 
was wrong, and asking others to 
prav that he might get through 
without it. 

A few hours before his departure 
he called his loving wife to his bed- 
side and told her that he wanted to 
meet them all in heaven; he wanted 
his little family to be reunited there. 
His last words were spoken to Mr 
Wm. Grace, who had been nursing 
him a good part of the tirue, were 
that he was all right. He leaves a 
wife, two children and a great num- 
ber of friends to mourn bia deceased.

Trustees in Rural Districts. 

No doubt some one will say, 
"II.- i. taking time by the fore' 
lock and speaking without au- 
thority." Yet I think it is con- 
ceded by all fair-minded people 
that I will !)e the next Superin- 
tendent of Schools, and I know 
there is much expected of me. 

Now, in order that my term of 
office be a successful one, and 
my efforts not futile, it is neces- 
sary that the present incumbent 
does well his part, for my suc- 
cess, or failure, as the cast; may 
be, will, in a great measure, be 
determined by a number of 
things which are handed down 
to me by my predecssor in office. 
For instance, the teachers who 
have been given certificates at 
the recent examinations will be 
teachers, if they wish, for three 
years of my term ; also the trus- 
tees who are elected this Octo- 
ber will bold office three years 
from the first day of next July; 
so if these teachers ami trustees 
were to prove incapable of doing 
their part of the work well, there 
would be an injury to three years 
of my work. Of course I could 
depose at any time all or any 
part of them who might prove 
inadequate to the task assigned 
them, yet the cause would suf- 
fer because of them. 

I do not wish to impugn or 
censure the present school of- 
ficials, because I have the kind- 
est feeling toward them all. It 
is my purpose in this short dec- 
laration to incite more interest 
in this great work, and if possi- 
ble, get an election held in every 
district of this county, and one 
(or more as the case may be) 
good man elected to the office of 
school trustee in each district. 

The old aphorish, "As the 
teacher, so will be the school," 
is true only in part. If it had 
read, "As are the patrons, school 
officials, pupils and teacher, so 
will be the school," it would 
have been truer. I do not mean 
by this statement that the teach- 
er is not the head and shoulders 
of the school. I know that each 
teacher should stand like Saul 
among the Israelites in his dis- 
trict. I know furthermore that 
every district needs and must 
have an honest, sober, earnest, 
conscientious and efficient teach- 
er, and I am going to strive, as 
much a« in me is to see that you 
get this sort of teacher. 

But I am not going to expect 
it all of the teacher, for there 
are others who must play their 
part. In order that the best 
school to be bad; the trustees 
have got to wake up and do their 
duty as the law directs, and the 
parents heartily co-operate with 
the teacher and trustees iii iend< 

lag their children to school and 
in giving their MtistftJMM in any 
thing to make the school what 
it should be. As the earth is 
swayed from its course by the 
falling of a small apple, so is 
the school effected by the part 
played by every parent in the 
listrict. I care not how alert or 
energetic a teacher may be, he 
cannot teach a successful school 
without the warm sympathy and 
hearty co-operation of the par- 
ents and trustees. 

However, I am forgetting the 
subject of this writing and about j 
to drift into the broad field of j 
school work, when I merely 
wanted to encourage the people 
to cause school elections to be 
h<p in the various districts and 
»n elected to the office of

It is a sad commentary upon pa- 
triotism that the birthplace of Abra- 
ham Lincoln was permitted to be 
sold upon a court-house block 
Leaders in the Spanish-American 
War Veterans' association have how- 
ever, come to the front and proposed 
that this reflection should be re- 
moved and that the Lincoln farm. 
110 acres in extent, should be pur- 
chased and held sacred by the Span- 
ish-American War Veterans. The 
property was really sold to a New 
Yorker, who it is said secured it as 
an investment, tor $3,500, which 
sum is claimed to be in excess of its 
real value for farming purposes. Per- 
haps the purchaser would willingly 
dispose of it to the Spanish-Ameri- 
can veterans for a sum not exceed- 
ing $4,0uu. A small per capita as- 
sessment, such as proposed to be 
levied upon the members of the Span- 
ish-American ascooiation. would 
make it possible to raise a sum of

The house in 
which Lincoln was born should be 
maintained as an historic spot, and 
other points upon the farm, which 
were associated with the early iite of j 
the war president, should also be 
preserved. A home for disabled 
Spanish - American veterans might 
also be established there in time, and 
thus make the property of material 
as well as historic value to the or- 
ganization which it is proposed shall 
save it from probable commercial 
desecration. The Spanish-American 
War Veterans will render a noble", 
patriotic service in the preservation 
of the birthplace of Abraham Lin- 
coln.— Knoxville Sentinel.

Autumn Months la Established Paint. 
ln 0 Time. 

The views ot the first man who 
advocated the fail as a good paint- 
ing season were looked upon with 
as much alarm as it he had proposed 
changing wash day from Monday, or 
bath-time from Saturday night. 

The idea obtained, however, like 
all sound doctrines. People who first 
scoffed at painting at any other 
time than the spring began to ques- 
tion the objections to painting in 
the fall— and could find none. 

Then the advantages were consid- 
ered and they were found to be 
many. First, more settled and fa- 
vorable weather conditions; second, 
lumber dry and free from the mois- 
ture caused by the heavy spring 
rains; third, freedom from flies and 
insects that cause so much trouble 
in spring by sticking to the freshly 
painted surface; fourth, if a building 
shows any signs of wear in the fall 
it should be painted at once as a pro- 
tection to the lumber against the 
winter storms— and in addition to 
the damage to the lumber, 'he long- 
er the delay, the greater the cost of 
repainting. 

House owners of this locality are 
wide-awake to the advantage ot the 
fall season, and man\ houses are 
now being painted, and many others 
are being contracted for. 

Mr. Robert W. Cole, agent for 
Hammar Paint, made by the F. 
Hammar Paint Co,, the largest 
house paint manufacturers, stated 
yesterday that he was finding the 
fall pamt trade so brisk that he had 
put in several rush orders to the 
manufacturers to keep up with the 
demand of his trade. 

The painters in town have the 
"busv signal" out these days and 
the result will be much improvement 
in local property. There could be 
better evidence of prosperity.
